Fred and Larimore Colvett Make 
Way in College With Orchard¬ 
ing and Selling Young Tree* 


Plans Being Made 

For l-H Club Cami 


Two Crockett Oountains. Fred and 
I-rimore Colvett, have the record 
llor a most unusual way of earning 
their college expense*. What they 
started as a project required for high 
school vocational agriculture credit 
developed into a money making bu¬ 
siness 

In the fall of 1930, the Colvetts de¬ 
cided to plant an apple orchard and 
use it for their project in agriculture 
for the rest of their high school 
course. Borrowing the necessary 
money from their father, they bought 
five hundred French crab apple roots. 

With the aid of a neighbor, who 
gave them the twigs from his orch¬ 
ard. they made their grafts during 
the winter and stored them in a box 
of sawdust. In the spring they were 
planted in a nursery row where, with 
careful cultivation and weeding, they 
grew to six feet by fall. 

Three hundred of the trees were 
set on five acres and the remainder 
of the one year old trees were sold 
and the debt contracted the previous 
fall was settled from the proceeds. 

Each year since, the boys have 
grafted and grown apple trees. At 
the present time, in partnership with 
with their father and brother, Lon 
nie, they have eighteen acres of 
growing apple trees and ten acres of 
fine peach trees. 

By following the best known orch¬ 
ard methods, these trees have been 
kept free from disease and at the 
present are beginning to produce 
fruit. 

In the winter of 1935, the Colvett 
boys bought roots and grafted 18,000 
apple trees. These trees were planted 
on one acre of good soli, given care 
ful attention and their sale netted 
the boys more than was necessary 
to pay their expenses at UTJC this 
year. 

While in school here, they have 
made and cared for twenty thousand 
grafts which were taken home and 
planted in April. They are now grow¬ 
ing fine and are being cared for by 
their father until they return home 
at the close of school. 

When their college course is com¬ 
pleted they expect to return to the 
home farm in Crockett County and, 
in cooperation with their father, to 
enlarge their nursery and orchard in¬ 
to a permanent business. 

Fred and Larimore Colvett’e plans 
for the future are to grow enough 
trees each year to finance their edu¬ 
cation at UTJC and Knoxville. They 
wish to learn all they can about how 
to care for an orchard and general 
agriculture
